Reports of Egyptian and U.S. 


‘commitments’ said exaggerated 
‘Stronger’ Israeli drafts rejected by Egypt

WASHINGTON. — Egypt has priv- 
ately undertaken, as part of the 
Sinai agreement with Israel, “not to 
discriminate" against any U.S. com- 
pany currently on the Arab boycott 
blacklist that wishes to do business 
πὰ Egypt, informed sources said 
yesterday. But, at the same time, 
Egypt has refused to make a similar 
pledge regarding European or Japan- 

ese firms, the sources added. 

This information was made avail- 
able yesterday following reports that 
Egypt was prepared only to “ease” 
the boycott against Israel “on a 
selective basis.” Earlier last month, 
Israeli officials had in fact already 
disclosed that the Egyptians were 
ready to permit all U.S. firms toa 
do business in Egypt. Israel wes said 
to be pressing in addition that other 
companies from other parts of the 
world also be permitted to operate 
there. ‘ 

According to the sources, the

WEAKER STATEMENT 

Although the Egyptian statement 
is weaker than Israel had wanted, 
it does go beyond Bgypt’s will- 
ingness im March — just prior to. 
the collapse of the Kissinger shuttle 
— to moderate the boycott. At that 
time, Egypt did not agree to in- 
clude the clause ending discrimin- 
ation against U.S. companies. It only 

to lift the boycott against 
three selected U.S. companies, Ford 
Motors, Coca-Cola and Xerox. 

Despite this Egyptian concession, 
other secret Egyptian commitments 
are weaker than Israel had 
wanted and Israeli officials are some- 
what more disappointed in the secret 
Egyptian commitments than in the 
public agreement. 

Other secret Egyptian political 
concessions conveyed to Israel via 
Washington were aiso substantially 
weakened. Although these commit- 
Ments have not been made public 
by the U.S., Israel or Egypt, the 
texts of some of these statements 
fave been made available to The 
Post. Other portions were pub- 
lished in yesterday's “New York 
Times.” 


On the issue of lessening diplo- 
matic warfare against Israel, Egypt 
informed the U.S. that it “intends 
to avoid active diplomatic efforts 
to discourage selected other states 
from resuming diplomatic relations 
with Israel." Here, too, Dgypt m- 
sisted on inserting the word “se- 
lected,” which permits Cairo to de- 
termine which countries to select. 

Israel had attempted to win 


Egyptian agreement not to stand 
in the way of “a country” --- es- 
pecially in Africa —- which wished 
to resume ties with Israel. Earlier 
δὲ month, Israeli officiela indi- 
cated that the Egyptians had 
agreed to this demand, 

Egypt also, at the last minute in 
the negotiations, refuged to accept 
Israel's request that Israeli sailors 
on third-country vessels be permit- 
ted to transit the Suez Canal. Egypt 
merely accepted, in the public do- 
cument, Israel's demand that Is- 
raeli cargoes in third country ships 
be allowed to go through the water- 
way — a concession that Egypt 
had secretly made to Israel in the

STRONGER DRAFT 

The initial draft of the Egyptian 
political commitments, as written 
by the former director-general of 
the Prime Minister’s Office, Morde- 
chai Gazit, and the Forelen Minis- 
try legal adviser, Dr. Meir Rosenve, 
during their talks with American 
officials in Washington prior to the 
Kissinger shotile, included stronger 
statements, but these were subse- 
quently rejected by Egypt, nnd 
altered. By the time of the shuttle, 
it was apparently too late for Is- 
rael to do anything about it. 

Israel did not want to risk see- 
ing the negotiations fall apart once 
again because of these points, fear- 
ful of the resultant rift in U.S.- 
Israel relations. 

Accounts of the U.S. political 
commitments to Israel now being 
published in the U.S. indicates that 
here, too, the initial reports pub- 
lished in the Israeli press appear 
to have exaggerated the scope of 
the U.S. pledges to Israel. The ac- 
tmal language of these commit- 
ments — contained in a “memo- 
Trandum of understanding” between 
Washington and Jerusalem — is

IRAQI LEADER: WILL

Lebanese army 
to separate 


warring sides 
Army commander sacked

The Lebanese Government last 
night relieved army, chief Major- 
General Iskandar Ghanem of his 
command and then ordered troops 
under a new commander to move 
up north to separate warring 
Moslem and Christians who have 
been locked in savage sectarian 
strife for the past 10 days. 

The dramatic development was 
announced late last night following 
a day-long Cabinet meeting. Pre- 
mier Rashid Karami said the Leba- 
nese Army was ordered to move 
into a buffer zone between the 
northern and predominantly Mos- 
Jem port of Tripoli and the outlying 
Zeharta axis of Christian villages 
— scenes of the bloodiest clashes 
since Lebanon's civil war in 1958. 

Karami said that the controversial 

General Ghanem, who was strongly 
opposed by the Moslems, has been 
given an extended leave of absence, 
during which time he will enter, 
the diplomatic service. Karami 
added that Ghanem was replaced by 
Major General Hanna Sa'id as army 
commander. Both officers are Chris- 
tlans. 
‘The Lebanese Premier said that 
the army under its new command 
has been dispatched to separate the 
warring factions. in the mountain. 
side olive groves, warning that 
troops would move inside Tripoli and 
Zgharta if “rebels” failed to obey 
police instructions to restore law 
and order. 

Karami warned that perpetrators 
responsible for “crimes” commi 
during the latest strife would be 
detained, adding that agitators 
elsewhere would: also be hundted 
down, 

The decision to dispatch the army 
last night to the north followed a 
compromise between Christian Pre- 
sident Suleiman Franjieh and Mos- 
lem Premier Karami, who opposed 
the intervention of the army 85 
long as Ghanem remained in com- 
mand. 

The compromise eventually led to 
the most drastic step the Lebanese 
Government has adopted ‘during

‘Maximalists’ urge Senate to

TEL AVIV. -- The Histadrut Exe- 
cutive yesterday unanimously re- 
jected Kupat Holim’s request to 
charge itg members for prescribed 
drugs. 

A Central Committee proposal to 
raise membership fees to help meet 
ao IL240m. deficit in Kupat Holim’s 
budget was not put to the vote. 
Instead, a committee comprising 
representatives of Δ] the political 
parties will seek “sources to com- 
pensate Kupat Holim for rising 
operational costs.” 

At least ΤῸ per cent of Israel's 
Inhabitants are members of the 
Histadrut sick fund. 

Dr. Haim Doron, Kupat Holim's 
medical director, asked the Execu- 
tive yesterday to approve token 
fees for medicines. Dr. Doron 
claimed patients consumed and 
stored up too many drugs. 

He added that 5 to 6 per cent 
of all hospitalization cases involve 
complications resulting from medl- 
cation. 

“But It's the doctor who gives 
the prescription, isn’t it?” Secre- 
tlary-General Yeruham Meshel asked. 

Dr. Doron replied that doctors 
work under heavy pressure from 
patients. “We're doing a lot {to 
curb excessive use of drugs). Our 
efforts should be augmented by a 
token charge.” he argued. 

Yair Tsaban of Moked added, 


“From a distance of two metres 
the doctor tells a patient: “Open 
your mouth and say ‘aah.’ “Then 


the (doctor's! hand writes the pre- 
scription.” 

Ben-Ami Zamir of the State List 
said doctors treat 40-50 patients in 
four hours, and the load is too 
heavy. 

Making people pay for medicines 
to reduce consumption means “that 
the patient should decide what to 
take and what not. It means trans- 
ferring medical responsibility from 
the doctar to the patient," Halm 
Ramot of Mapam argued. 

“Jt's a tax on the sick,” Naim 
Giladi of the Panthers roared. 

‘As to the idea of raising member- 
ship fees, the Likud argued that if 
Kupat Hotim were more efficient 
there would be no need to raise dues 
or to charge for drugs. 

Lonye Dvorin explained that peo- 
ple go to Kupat Holim without hav- 
ing paid their dues. Thirty-five per 
cent of ajl membership dues in the 
Histadrut—which also cover Kupat 
Holim — are not collected, he said. 

(Dr. Doron told The Jerusalem 
Posi that patients can go “once or 
twice" to the doctor without having 
paid up. But they cannot see special- 
ists, “We also have other supervisory 
methods," he claimed.)

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Surplus of eggs, but 
Histadrut: No charge Govy’t to keep price up 
for prescribed drugs _ and won't mark cold-storage eggs

THE TREASURY is refusing to 
reduce the price of eggs — 
although there ia a surplus — 
or to mark those eggs which 
are held in cold storage so the 
consumer will know what he is 
buying. ᾿ 

Treasury officials claim there 
is no difference between fresh 
eggs and cold-storage eggs. Be- 
fore being taken out of storage 
and sold, the eggs are sorted and 
bad ones are removed, the of- 
ficials said. 

Defending the Government sys- 
tem of storing surplus egps 35 
they can be sold at times when 
demand exceeds supply, the of- 
ficlals said this enable a smooth 
supply of,eggs all year round 
and keeps the price stable. If 
there were a free market in 
eggs, they would be cheaper in 


winter — when there is normally 
a surplus — and hard to come 
by in summer, the officials added. 
Cold storage adds about 10 
agorot to the price of an egg. 
Also, this is nearly the end of 
summer, and there is an accu- 
mulated surplus right now of 
100 million eggs (about equal 
to one month's consumption). 
To dispose of part of this sur- 
plus, the Treasury has decided 
to make egg powder out of 25 
million eggs for sale to the Wel. 
fare Ministry, schools and the 


army. 

Critics of the Treasury's policy 
say if the Government won't 
lower the price of eggs it should 
at least mark the ones that go 
into cold storage. Officials say 
this would reduce consumption 
of stored eggs, increase surpluses 
and “ruin the system.” 


Pinhas Sapir 


THE LIFE and career of Pinhas 
Sapir are in the public domain — an 
open page in the recent history of 
Israel, What I have to say is based on 
my own experience and a personal 
reJationship that goes back many 
years. 

On numerous occasions I accom- 
panied Sapir on his travels to raise 
funds and sel) Israel Bonds — going 
from city to city and from country to 
country — in the United States, 
Canada, in Europe and in Latin 
America. 

It is simple enough to call Sapir 
the architect of Israel's economy. 
But it is something else to have seen 
how he worked in bringing together 
the plans, the people, and the 
resources to form the grand pattern 
of world Jewish participation in 
financing new industria] enterprises 
and in opening up a whole new 
horizon for the country’s economy. 

If you look at the organizational 
chart of investment groups and in- 
dustrial corporations — whether of 
local or foreign investors — you will 
f nd that the overwhelming number, 
if not all of them, were the 
brainchildren and work of Pinhas 
Sapir. 5 

He travelled far and wide to break 
new ground, to seek out candidates 
for investment. Fortunately for 
Israel, he had the physical stamina 
to go with his persuasive powers. To 
move a Jew emotionally on Israel] 
takes one measure of energy. To do 
it financially — on a business, not 
philanthropic, basis — takes ten 
times more time and effort. In the 
process of converting friends into in- 
vestors, Sapir had to develop a tough 
skin.

LONDON (Reuter). — A potential.

The IPU committee on political 
affairs met to discuss draft resolu- 
tions on the Middle East with 
clashes expected between Arab and 
Israeli delegates. 

But British parliamentarian Tom 
Williams, the chairman, said there 
had already been a lengthy general 
discussion on the Middle East and 
proposed that each country which 
had submitted a draft resolution 
should send a representative to a 
private room to decide on the 
constitution of a drafting committee. 

This committee will submit 8 
composite resolution on the Middle 
East which will be voted on at the 
final session of the 70-nation par- 
liamentarians’ conference tomorrow. 

The chairman's proposal was ac- 
cepted by the 100 committee mem- 
bers and the group went off to meet 
in another room. An official said 
their discussions would not be made 
public. 

The Israelf delegation headed by 
former Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
has submitted a draft resolution 
which condemns terrorism and any 
action encouraging it. It also calls 
on all ΤΡῚΣ members “to encourage 
the parties concerned to settle the 
Middle East conflict by means of 
negotiations and thus promote the 
establishment of a just and per- 
manent peace for the benefit of all 
peoples in the region.” 

Another draft resolution was pre- 
sented by Egypt, Jordan, Kuwait, 
Lebanon, Mauritania, Sudan, Syria, 


‘Tunisia and Yemen. This called for 


the immediate implementation of 
UN resolutions on the Middle East, 
especially the total withdrawal of 
Israel from all occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. It also said that Israel 
should put an end to acts of repres- 
sion and violation of human free. 
doms in occupied territories. 


The draft requested the resump- 
tion as early as possible, of the 
Geneva peace conference to establish 
a lasting peace based on justice 
in the Middle Hast. 

After a 24-hour meeting the 
group returned and its chairman, 
Maarten De Niet of the Nether- 
lands, told the committee they had 
found it very difficult to reach a 
decision. 

It had finally been that 
the drafting committee on the Mid- 
die East would consist of delegates 
from Pakistan, Hungary, Israel, the 
US. France, Belgium and the 
Netherlands, plus representatives 
of three of the signatories of the 
Arab draft resolution. 

Netanel Lorch, the Knesset Clerk, 
who attended the. meeting as an 
observer, told Reuter it had been 
“very civilized.” He said the Arab 
and JIsraeli representatives had 
addressed one another only through 
the chair. 

Post correspondent Mark Segal 
adds: 


There is Uttle hope of stopping 
the pro-Arab steamroller from 
obtaining permanent status for the 
PLO observers — to the chagrin 
of the western partamentarians. 

Yugoslavia has tabled an amend- 
ment seeking to open the IPU’s 
doors to all bodies accepted as ob- 
servers at the UN. 

As a French delegate observed, 
there is a 50:20 majority against 
Israel at the IPU. The majority in- 
cludes 25 countries that do not have 
real parliaments.

WASHINGTON (AP). — The US. 
Senate yesterday upheld President 
Ford’s veto of a crucial energy bill, 
assuring higher prices for fuel, food 
and most manufactured goods. 

Democratic leaders virtually con- 
ceded beforehand that they lacked 
the votes to override the veto. 

Ending controls that have held 
down U.S. oil prices has been at 
the heart of Ford’s energy policy, 
which is aimed at forcing conser- 
vation and giving the oil industry 
more money to search for new 
energy. 

Congressional Democrats fear an- 
other round of fuel-price hikes 
would result in more inflation and 
unemployment. They said the re- 
cord of quadrupled oil costs over 
the past two years proves that 
higher gasoline and fuel-oil prices 
will not cat consumption. 

All controls on oil prices expired 
September 1, but the of] industry 
has withkeld most price increases. 

‘The controls have held the aver- 
age price of U.S.-produced oil to 
about $9.50 a barrel, $4 lower than 
world-market levels set by the 
Middle Eastern producing countries.

compensaHion. The new owners are 
reported to have accepted all ob- 
ligations recognized by the previous 
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management, but these do not in- 
clude a demand for imcreased dis- 
missed pay. 

‘Management said the strike was 
seriously Iinterfeirng with its pro- 
duction of essential foodstuffs in- 
eluding 80 per cent of the local 
margarine demand. 

The Haifa Labour Council spokes- 
man said last night that secretary 
Eliezer Molk took a grave view of 
the workers’ action, and they had 
been warned to return to work at 
once or else forfeit Histadrut pro- 
tection and face the consequences 
of any counter measures mavage- 
ment might late. 

When the company was sold, the 
council said it had secured for the 
whole labour force rights established 
by past practice, including one by 
which men paid given dismissal 
pay of one month per year of work 
{instead of merely a fortnight). 


'! ‘The workers demanded a clause to 


this efect beinsertedi into the exist- 
ing labour agreement. The council, 
rejecting the demand, assured the 
daily paid men that a general agree- 
ment including observance of past 
practices {which the management 
was ready to accept) was sufficient. 

The council had sought clarifica- 
tion on this point because of the 
possibility that the entire plant 
might be transferred to a develop- 
ment area (where the investors 
would benefit from credit and other 
privileges) ; the council was 
satisfied that the workers’ rights 
were assured without a change in 
the existing labour agreement.

THE MINISTRY of Commerce and 
Industry (which now includes the 
Development Ministry) last night 
confirmed press reports that it is 
seeking equipment and expertise in 
Eastern Europe for possible exploi- 
tation of large deposits of shale be- 
lieved available in the Arad region. 

The spokesman said extraction of 
naphtha from the bituminous rock 
is a technique quite common in East- 
ern Europe. If the Arad shale could 
be processed successfully, the fuel 
extracted could go a long way to- 
wards providing Israel's energy 
needs, it is believed. 

Last year, Professor O. Schachter, 
8. petroleum expert at Bar-Han Uni- 
versity, said soaring oil prices have 
made it feasible to burn strale direct- 
ly as fuel to generate electricity in- 
stead of first extracting it from the 
rock, which is the orthodox and 
More expensive process. He estimat- 
ed there are some 700 million tons 
of shale near Arad and that these 
reserves could supply 2 1,000 mega- 
watt power station for 30 years. 

Direct burning of crushed shale 
for generating electricity requires 
huge ovens and boilers — much lar- 
ger than those used in petroleum- 
fired power stations. It is for this 
reason that efforts are now 
made to locate sources of such 
equipment in Eastern Europe.

Production of bio-degradable plas- 
tie vending cups is already under- 
way in Venezuela, and film made of 
the new plastic is being made in 
South Africa, Bray said. 

Griffin displayed not only plastic 
bottles and trays which would de- 
compose in time, but plastic binder 
twine and plastic foam containers, 
He spoke of boosting crop yields by 
up to 50 per cent by using thin 
“mulch film” which would eventu- 
ally disintegrate. 

Griffin said the rate of decomposi- 
tion of plastics produced by his me- 
thod could be strictly controlled. The 
more starch added, he said, the fas- 
ter it breaks down.

Kidnap victim 
attacks Paris 
for cowardice 


PARIS (AP), — A Frenchwoman 
being held by African rebels for a 
$2.2m. ransom said im an interview 
broadcast yesterday, “I never would 


- have believed the French Govern- 


ment could be so cowardly — people 
like me don't count.” 

Francoise Claustre, who her cap- 
tors say will be executed on Septem- 
ber 23 if the ransom isn't pala, made 
the statement at an encampment in 
the Tibesti region of northern Chad, 
where she has been held by Moslem 
rebels of the Toubou tribe for 16 
months. 

The French Government has said 
it could only negotiate through the 
intermediary of Chad authorities, 
who in turn have said they will have 
, nothing to do with the rebels, who 
control most of the northern part 
of the country, 


What bas gone unsaid on the 
French side are two major conside- 
rations. The first is that research in 
northern Chad has shown the area 
to be potentially rich in oil and ura- 
nium. It would be in the French in- 
terest, therefore, to maintain close 
ties with the Chad Government. Pa- 
ris’ “investment” in Chad took 39 
French lives between 1969 and 1972 
when Foreign Legion units were 
supporting government troops. 

The second consideration is that 
France would irritate its cHents in 
black Africa either by pushing Chad 
too hard or by circumventing the 
government in N’djamena. 

In either case, some French news- 
papers are saying that France is 
acting too late and too timorously. 
Pb gerne " the big Paris even- 

newspaper, has asserted that 
es he opinion cannot understand 
why “all stops are not being pulled 
out, with or without Chad's agree- 
ment, to avoid a murder.” 

Mrs. Claustre, an archaeologist, 
was doing research for a thesis on 
the Iron Age at the time she was 
taken prisoner. While France left 
the matter largely in the hands of 
Chad officials, West Germany ob- 
tained the release of a German phy- 
sician who was seized with Mrs, 
Claustre by bypassing the govern- 
Ment and paying a ransom to the 
rebels. 

What initiatives the French took 
seemed bumbling. A military officer 
dispatched to contact the Toubous 
was shot and a special envoy to 
Chad was recalled when the Chad 
Government found him not to its 


Eventually, the rebels combined 
their ransom demand of $2.2m., half 
in cash, half in supplies, with a 
threat to execute Mrs. Claustre. In 
desperation, her husband, Pierre, 
tried to get around the official maze 
by flying an airplane directly to the 
Toubou camp in July, but was also 
taken captive. 

The radio station Europe Number 
One yesterday broadcast a tape-re- 
corded interview in which Mrs. 
Claustre said, “I'm suffocating end 
waitiig: I'm trying to think of all the 
people who are abandoning me. I’m 
trying to hide my bitterness, my 
anger and to forget,” 

Rene Journiac, a special envoy of 
French President Valery Giscard 
D’Estaing, is in the Chad capital of 
N’djamena, trying to secure Mrs. 
Claustre's release. He met Tuesday 
night with President Felix Malloum, 
informed sources reported.

One of the\reasons given by the 
miliiary forthe overthrow of the 
Allende Government was the 
economic situation. What was 
the situation then and how has it 
changed? 


Teplitsky and Vega: The figures 


are clear. Under Allende we had 


‘ growing inflation. In 1971 prices 


increased by 22 per cent, in 1972 
by 50 per cent and in 1973 by 
about 80 per cent. But after the 
coup, the situation worsened. In 
‘1974, inflation reached 400 per 
cent and in the first half of this 
year it is already 200 per cent. 
However, the causes of inflation 
@iffered in the two periods. 

During the Allende period in- 
flation was caused by the growth 
of popular demand. Large sec- 
tors of the population, who 
previously had no means of buy- 
ing goods, were able go do so in 
the Allende period. This happen- 
ed because of the redistribution 
of income introduced for several 
reasons. 

One intention was to expand 
the market. For many years, in- 
dustry could not develop 
because of the lack of domestic 
demand. The masses just had no 
purchasing power. For example, 
one reason for agrarian reform 
was to incorporate agriculture 
into the monetary market. The 


' peasants in many cases were not 


paid in money but in their 
produce. The government in- 
tended to enlarge our market in 


‘order to enable industry to 


develop and expand. 

Ariother reason for shortages 
and queueing was the attitude 
taken by the large distribution 
organizations, In Chile, distribu- 
tion is controlled by a few large 
private corporations. Their 
owners naturally opposed the 
Allende Government. They ac- 


‘ cumulated large ‘stocks and 


created artificial shortages. 
They were so powerful that they 
were able to prevent merchants 
.frgm..selling directly to. the 
market by refusing to supply 


him with materials: and- 


Another factor in the 
deterioration of the economy 
was the United States. The U.S. 
Administration did not officially 
blockade Chile. But the 
American international cor- 
porations did, however, take ac- 
tion. With advént of nationaliza- 
tion, the corporations went to 
foreign courts to claim the 
products which they said belong- 
ed to them. For instance, when 
we sent copper from the 
nationalized industries to 
Europe, the corporations would 
demand that the copper be con- 
fiscated. 

- It should be remembered that 
‘the nationalization was agreed 
to by all of Chile's political par- 
ties, including the right. The cor- 


‘porations also asked the U.S. 


Government to confiscate goods 
which the Chilean Government 
ordered in that country. The 
mines in Chile were operated 
with American machinery. We 
needed spare parts but we could 
not get them. Also the price of 
copper was in decline. One 
reason for this was that the U.S. 
dumped large quantities of 
copper into the world market, 
thus lowering the price, and 
causing Chile’s copper to fall In 
value. All these measures caus- 
eda shortage of foreign reserves 
and we were unable to buy 
*apital goods. 

Demonstrations 
Ambassador Gleiser: The infla- 
tion in the Allende period was 
higher than at present. On the 
whole the situation today is 
better than in the past. Under 
Allende the people did not work, 
but participated in political 
demonstrations instead. 

The government subsidized 
many products, which were con- 
sequently cheaper. But there 
was too much purchasing power 
in the hands of the people, and 
therefore shortages were 
created. Then, meat was 


available only once a week, but - 


today there are no such shor- 
tages. Allende used to aliocate 
goods to his followers and 
deprive the rest of the people of 
them. This was most evident in 
hospitals. All the medicine and 
equipment was confiscated for 
the benefit of the hospitals which 
treated the guerrillas and other 
Allende followers. Other people 
in need of treatment would have to 
find ways of obtaining their own 
medicines — in order to receive 
treatment. 

What is the situation today? - 
Teplitzky and Vega: The junta 
incorporated the economic 
theories of Professor Milton 
Friedman and the Chicago 
school of economics, which deal 
with free competition. Fried- 
man gays that 8 can utilize 
the law of supply and demand to 


. level. However, this appears im- 


build its economy up to a healthy- 


possible, both because of 
monopolies and excessive de- 
mand. ᾿ 

Even in the U.S. many 
economists disagree with Fried- 
man's theories. They maintain 
that free competition might be 
adequate for developed coun- 
tries, but not for Chile; where, as 
elsewhere in Latin America, de- 
mand exceeds supply. They 
point out that the only real com- 
petition in Chile is in commodity 
prices. Wages are controlied to 
curb demand, but prices can in- 
crease — since high prices are 
thought to stimulate industry. 

Official figures published by 
the Organization of Industry dis- 
close that in January 1975 in- 
dustrial production declined by 
17.8 per cent compared to 1974. 
Industrial sales declined by 14.4 
per cent, with the unemploy- 
ment figure presently standing 
at 18 per cent. 

It is true that today there are 

no queues. The reason is that 
prices are so high and wages so 
low that the ordinary family can- 
not afford to buy meat and other 
products. Since only the rich can 
afford this “‘luxury,"’ there is τὸ 
reason to maintain queues for so 
few people. In the time of 
Allende the purpose of the 
queues was to render distribu- 
tion of these products more 
equal. : 
Gielser: The economic situation 
today is much better then in the 
time of Allende. Today one can 
find everything in the markets. 
There are no queues and no shor- 
tages. 


Signs of success 


Our greatest problem is to 
recover the foreign currency 
spent by Allende. We still suffer, 
moreover, from the decline in 
the price of copper. However, we 
are on our way and signs of 
success are evident everywhere. 
What is the situation of the 
Jewish community? Has it 


‘changed since the coup?. .: 


Gleiser: There were no special 
problems in the time of Allende 
and there are no problems to- 
day. Never in the history of Chile 
were Jews discriminated 
against. I do not see any 
possibility or reason for an out- 
break of anti-Semitism in Chile 
today, and on the whole the 
Jewish community is content. 


Teplitsky and Vega: In the time | 


of Altende the situation of the 
Jewish community was 
favourable. Many Jews actually 
worked for the Allende Govern- 
ment. A few left during the first 
months of the Allende regime 
but returned later and were very 
immersed in the aims of the 
Government. Allende even had 
plans to visit Israel in November 
1973. ᾿ 

, You should understand that 
Allende was ἃ socialist of the 
‘thirties, at which time all Jews 
too were socialists. Allende was 
both fascinated and influenced 
by the kibbutz. 

Today, the Government does 
not carry out an official policy of 
anti-Semitism but many Jews 
live under repression. Take, for 
instance, the problem of bank 
shareholders. When Allende 
nationalized the banks he did so 
through the purchase of shares. 
The first bank to comply was the 
Israel] Bank — controlled by the 
Jewish community — which sold 
80 per cent of the shares to the 
Allende Government. Many 
Jews also owned large quantities 
of shares in other banks. Recent- 
ly the junta announced that 
shareholders who sold large 
quantities to the Allende Govern- 
ment will be prosecuted, and as 
we said many of them are Jews. 
Gleiser: It is true that the 
regime is intending to prosecute 
those who sold many shares to 
‘the Allende Government. 
However, to the best of my 
knowledge there is only one Jew 
among them and it would be 
wrong to say that the Jews sup- 
ported Allende politically. On 


. the whole the Jewish community 


did not get involved in politics. 


Jewish support 


Teplitzky and Vega: At the 
times of Allende many Jews sup- 
ported and even participated in 
the Government. Some Jews op- 
posed this involvement not 
because they disagreed with the 
Government, but because they 
feared the reactions from the 
right. You should know that the 
right propagandized against 
Allende for having too many 
Jews in the Government. Now, 
when the: right is In power, 
things may be more difficult for 
the Jewish community. 

The Chilean army, now in 
power, has traditionally been un- 
der the influence of German 
Nazis. The son of Walter Rauf, 
the Nazi who initiated the use of 
the mobile gas chamber trucks, 
is presently the head of the 
secret police — Dina. 


In Chile there is a large com- 
munity of Germans. During 
World War Two they succeeded 
in influencing tie Government 
not to break relations with Hitler 
Germany. Now that the army is 
in power we fear anti-Semitism 
might gain momentum. 


Gleiser: There are no Nazis in 
Chile. We neither have a secret 
police nor a Nazi in charge of 
such an agency. All the stories 
about Rauf are part of a Com- 
munist propaganda campaign 
against the present Govern- 
ment. It is important to note that 
at the time of the Frei Govern-° 
ment, which preceded Allende, 
the West German Government 
asked to extradite Walter Rauf, 
ἃ request which was refused by 
Chilean courts who were subse- 
quently supported in this by. 
Allende and his followers. 

Mr, Ambassador, what is the at- 
titude of the present regime 
towards the Israel-Arab conflict? 


Gleiser: Our foreign minister 
has stated that the solution to the 
Middle-East conflict must be 
‘based on the following three fac- 
tors; in accordance with the 
Security Council resolutions 242 
and 338: 

One, Israel should withdraw 
from Arab territories it oc- 
cupies. 

Two, a just solution should be 
found to the Palestinian problem 
in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the UN. 

Three, the territorial integrity 
and political independence of all 
states in the region should be 
granted. 

Are books still burned in Chile? 
Teplitzky and Vega: Today it is: 
forbidden to study the French 
Revolution or to have any book 
‘with the word revolution in its 
title. One is not allowed to read 
Cervantes' Don Quixote or the 
books of Marquez. Picasso is 
also banned. 

Gileiser: In. the first days after 
the coup, some soldiers on their 
own initiative burned books.

The mini-devaluation enacted on Monday night took every- 
tbody by surprise. Yet Finance Minister Rabinowitz had made 
it known three months before that the pound would be devalued 
by approximately two per cent, approximately once a month. 

Nobody believed that it would go quite thet way, if only 
‘because in devaluations Ministers are formally permitted (in 
all countries) to be misleading. Many people thought that if 
there was to be another devaluation it would be ὁ bigger one 
(and some speculated on that, unsuccessfully). Not for the 
first time Mr. Rabinowitz ‘hes given cause to believe that he 
means ‘what he says, and wil carry out what he announces. 

Tt is ing to ‘have a new exchange-rate every month. No 
doubt the public will get used to it. The question is, ‘how long 
wilt this process continue? 

‘Goverment economists say it will continue until the official 
exchange-rate of the Israel pound catches up with ‘its effective, 
or true exchange-rate. That witl take time. Tt is usual to 

. think of the export exchange-rate as representing the true 
exchange-rate, since that is the figure for which Israeli goods 
are actually sold. Yet each time the official exchange-rate 
was devalued till now, so Was the export exchange-rate. 

In other words the gap between the two remains unchanged. 
The Jonger-term prospect, then, nrust be as follows: the export 
exchange-rate will be devained month by month, until it rep- 
resents 2 satisfactory price for the currency. 

Meanwhliie, however, the official exchange-rate will go on 
being devalued at regular intervals as before. But each tims 
that | , the export incentive will be decreased by an 
equivalent of the two per cent; so that bit by bit the official 
and the exchange-rate will merge. 

‘A similar and parallel process is going on with the exchange- 
rate for imports; and here the responsible agency is the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry. The effective exchange- 
rate for imports is the official rate phis customs. Up to now 
this has varied from product to product. The intention is to 
standardise tariffs at a fixed level of something Hike 20 per 
cent, 

Then as the devaluation creeps up, ‘the tariff wil gradually 
be reduced, unti] the official exchange-rate and the import 
exchange-rate are the same. Ἁ 

This is necessary if only because Israel 3s contractually 
required, in due course, to introduce free trade for industrial 
‘imports purchased in the Common Market. 

‘There begins to be a certain sense in this creeping exchange- 
rate policy, initiated by the authorities. The end-objective ‘is 
to fuse all the different exchange-rates into one. The Israel 

will then be worth, let ws say, L850 or IL9 to the 
dollar, for all purposes, Exporters will get no premiums, tax 
refunds or other incentive, and importers will pay no duties. 

El Al wilt get the same price for the dollars H earns as 
the Citrus Marketing Board, Israelis will buy ‘foreign machinery 
at the same exchange-rate as foreigners use for buying Israeli 
machinery. 3 ts and investors wifi enjoy the standard 
effective exchange-rate for the capital they bring in — making 
unnecessary, it can be ‘hoped, all those compensatory tax re- 
bates and tax privileges, that im any case have to be abolished 
under the Ben-Shahar reform.

‘of essential commodities, which should go up as the currency 
gets devalued. 

This is a mistake. Better to increase social-welfare benefits 
‘by a fixed percentage each time the value of the currency is 
fowered, The alternative is to create new distortions. At 
present the average citizen is compelied to pay more tax money 
each month on subsidies, in order to foster the Hlusion that 
‘he is not paying more than before for hie bread, milk end 
eges. This self-deception goes against the rationalising spirit 
.0£ Mr. Rabinowitz’s financial reforms. 


Dry Bones 
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The yogi is a practical man

IF A YOGI GOES OFF to 
meditate in the forest and forget 
about society, that society will 
take over the forest, crowding 
him out. So it is, one Foe pointed 
out on the Mount of Olives last 
week, that the Ananda Marga 
movement, unlike other schools 
of Indian philosophy, attempts to 
find a balance between concern 
with the individual and with 
society. 

The circle of listeners included 
two other Indian yogis, in orange 
turbans and tunics and long, 
loose white skirts, and four re- 
cent initiates to yoga, from 
points of origin as disparate as 
Britain, Persia, and Kfar Saba. 
Seated on the floor of the kitchen 
in the ashram where they live 
and practice, they occasionally 
turned their attention to the fruit, 
vegetable and grain dishes 
spread out on the tablecloth 
before them. 

The leader of the group, Dada 
(Brother) Mahesha, came to 
Israel four months ago to 
organize the Ananda Marga 
(Path of Bliss) movement here. 
Besides setting up ashrams in 
Jerusaem and Tel Aviv, he has 
organized retreats around the 
country and given courses in 
yora meditation, exercises and 
philosophy in the major cities 
and several kibbutzim. He had 
been warned that Israelis were 
“conservative” in their response 
to unfamiliar ways of thinking, 
but said the interest here had 
been greater than he had ex- 


pected. 
The ashram he organized in 
Cairo was successful — until

ple filtered through the door of 
a flat in Jerusalem's Rehov Ein 
Gedi, leaving their shoes and 
street voices outside.

Uri Geller meets his match

BOGOTA. — Uri Geller's 
demonstrations of metal bending, 
mind bending and watch mending 
were, for most people, the high point 
of the recent four-day World 
Congress on Sorcery here. But the 
Brazilian reporter sitting next to me 


during Geller's performance‘ 


muttered: ‘Theatrical farce." . 

He was not criticising Geller. for 
faking his results, but for building up 
audience tension by pretending to 
fail on the first few tries at receiving 
telepathic messages, and in one case 
for using hypersensitivity to read the 
traces left where a word on a 
blackboard had been rubbed out, and 
pretending that this was telepathy. 

Theatricality, and some plain 
fraud, were only too common at the 
congress. A programmed 
demonstration of the Brazilian Can- 
domble (Voodoo) ritual turned out to 
be a cabaret act with no relationship 
at all to the real thing. The consul- 
tant astrologers, working in small 
booths around the fair for the 
general public, were. checked by a 
Colombian who went to several and 
found their predictions all totally 
different. 

Prices of admission to the con- 
gress and lectures were high enough 
to suggest that the organizers are 
fundamentally interested in the 
magic of money, although first es- 
timates show they may sustain a 
loss, largely because of misorganiza- 
tion. 

.The witcheraft fair conveyed an 
atmosphere of straight commer- 
cialism with the purveyors of magic 
potions, perfumes, and charms side 
by side with stalls selling nothing but 
broomsticks. There were also many 
stands for products unconnected to 


the occult except by the advertising 
slogans: ‘‘magic low prices'’ 
“bewitchingly easy terms.” _ 

* But some events, mostly behind 
the scenes at late night private in- 
vestigative sessions in hotel] rooms, 
were 80 extraordinary as to be 
almost unquestionably genuine. 
After one session, in which a 
Spaniard had told six people whom 
he had never met before (including 
me) accurate details of their 
thoughts, anxieties and recent ac- 
tions, one of the most cynical of big 
time American journalists raised his 
hand, and said: “Okay, I'm con- 
vinced, I'm a believer.” 


Even more impressive were the 
casual demonstrations made by the 
Brazilian Oseso Monteiro. While we 
watched Uri Geller's show, 
Monteiro held a latch key in his 
fingers. From the corner of my eye I 
saw the key bend onte and then back 
the other way, ending up S-shaped. 
When deliberately bending a key, he 
uses none of Uri Geller's heavy con- 
centration and requests for help 
from his audience, but strokes it 
quickly with his fingers. My door key 
needed several minutes of painful ef- 
fort to bend it back again so that 1 
could get into my home. 

Monteiro's abilities were 
demonstrated to his fellow jour- 
nalists, and to Thelma Moss, a 
research professor of Psychology at 
the Neuropsychiatric Institute of the 
University of California in Los 
Angeles, and Douglas Price- 
Williams, professor in the psy- 
chiatry and anthropology 
departments. Both the academics 
agreed that Monteiro's power of hyp- 
nosis is faster and stronger than any 
other they had seen. 


We saw Monteiro repeatedly put a 
subject into trance and then instruct 
the subject to receive telepathic 
communication. In the most convin- 
cing and best controlled experiment, 
an American reporter was put into ἃ 
deep trance and a Colombian inter- 
preter into a very light one. Next 
door two journalists selected one of 
the ten slips of paper with a number 
written on it. Both girls wrote the 
number four correctly. 

(While being filmed for 
Venezuelan television someone 
muttered ‘Do you think he can stop 
the camera?"' And he did, im- 
mediately, without even meaning to. 
Fresh batteries had just been put in, 
but when taken out and checked by 
an electrician they were almost too 
hot to touch, and completely flat. 
Talking about the incident later, the 
same thing was done to a reporter's 
tape-recorder.) 


Monteiro has none of the show- 
manship of Geller, and on the con- 
trary fs keen to teach other people 
what he claims are straightforward 
techniques of mind and body control. 
So he is starting a course of lessons 
just for journalists. If he proves able 
not only to demonstrate sorcery, but 
to teach apprentices to do the same, 
he will indeed be a bigger discovery 
than Uri Geller in the paranormal 
field. Professor Price-Williams 
hopes to arrange for Monteiro to go 
to UCLA or Stanford University for 
rigorous laboratory testing of his 
abilities. When I asked why such a 
highly respected academic 
researcher in the social sciences 
should now be working on paranor- 
mal phenomena, he said ‘Because I 
am intrigued by the inexplicable."

Sir. — I regret that I have to write 
in protest at the very poor service 
given in many hotels in Israel. If 
Israel wishes to expand its tourist in- 
dustry, then I fee] It must examine in 
depth the way hotels are run and the 
image they present to visitors from 
abroad. 

In one hotel dining room, the 
restaurant manager smoked as he 
conducted guests to their tables and 
supervised his waiters and 
waitresses. The waitresses sloped 
about the dining room, some with 
hairdressers’ curling pins in their 
hair. They never smiled, nor did they 
look brisk or willing. 

At another hotei, no request for 
room service could ever be acceded 
to without first an obstructive argu- 
ment from the kitchen staff. The 
meals were a perfect example of 
how to murder good food. No day 
passed without the air being 

~shattered by falling crockery. In- 
solence and argument were the 
order of the day from restaurant and 
reception staff. Messages were 
never taken or passed on. 

If Israel is to establish a reputation 
as a tourist attraction, then it is es- 
sential that a new attitude be taken 
throughout the hotel trade and train- 
ing centres with regard to etiquette 
and even common politeness.

Need for technical publicity

Sir, —Concerted and well- 
designed action in the field of adver- 
tising with a view to creating and im- 
proving the image of Israeli export 
products, as by Macabee 
Dean (quoting Eliahu Tal 
September 1), would be fine and 
should pay in the iong run. There 
are, however, Important export lines 
where advertisement can play a 
secondary role only, and sometimes 
even a minor, complementary role. 
Acase in point is the pharmaceutical 
industry with its limitations on 
advertising. Other, highly 
sophisticated industries, like most 
branches of electronics and many 
engineering lines, require another 
means of image-building, as far as 
the press is concerned: the dis- 
semination of dozens {if not hun- 
dreds) of well edited written publici- 
ty items eimed at foreign scientific 


publications and even dailies. 
. Alas, there is no consciousness of 


this need in the industries concern- 
ed, some of which were little in- 
terested in foreign markets in the 
years of their . Not only is 
money “‘unavailable"; more impor-" 
tant is the almost complete lack of 
trained cadres of suitable authors — 
technical and trade journalists and 
“inside"’ authors like research and 
factory engineers with expertise and 
time for doing the job. 


Such cadres wiil never grow if 
regular opportunity to gain exper- 
tise, suitable incentives and 
guidance are not offered. 

. You can blame the industries con- 
cerned, if you iike — and part of the 
blame is certainly theirs. Yet, the 
very nature of the probiem cries out 
for some sort of centralized handl- 
ing. But the fact is that none of the 
main government and public 
organizations in the field of exports 
seem to be aware of the importance 
of this issue or feel that it falls within 
their competence and responsibility.

UN experts confront | 
the drug ‘crisis

GENEVA (Ofns). — _ the 
problems of combating inter- 
national drug traffic and dealing 
with addicts are causing a major 
headache at the current United 
Nations Congress on Crime Preven- 
tion. 

According to statistics prepared 
for the conference, there are about 
two million people who are heroin 
addicts; they consume between 20 
and 30 tons of illegally produced 
heroin every year. There are 
between 500,000 and one million 
opium addicts, 500,000 consistent 
cocaine users while in the ‘“‘soft" 
arug field — principally cannabis 
{marijuana) — there are from 40 to 
50 million users. 

The criminologists claim that 
although the reasons for drug 
vary in different parts of the world, 
the social problems created are com- 
parable. The reasons for drug and 
alcohol abuse among the young are 
put down to such factors as disaffec- 
tion and alienation, a feeling of 
Political impotence and an inability 
to make good use of increased 
leisure time. 

A world survey shows that drug 
abuse is most common between the 
ages of 15 and 35 with a link between 
social position and jobs. ‘In the 
United States, West Germany, 
Turkey and most West European 
countries, the use of amphetamines 
is more widespread among drivers, 
students and night watchmen. 
Hashish is reported to be prevalent 
among intellectuals, artists and 
other elite citizens on the one hand 
and among Grifters, drop-outs and 
the lower socio-economic groups on 
the other.” .
